ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 


THERE was a crowded audience at this Theatre last evening to witness 
the first representation of a new Drama, written by Mr. George Raymond, 
and entitled The Lone Hut; or, a Legend of Mont Blanc ! there was 
a great deal of applause bestowed upon it, and at the end, Mr. Harley, 
who personated a miscellaneous shopkeeper, named Paul Prophetic, in 
anirresistibly comic manner, was unanimously called forward ; he announced 
the piece for repetition every evening. After he had retired, Miss Faucit 
was called, but it appeared this was misunderstood, as, after some time 
had elapsed, Mr. J. Vining came forward and assured the audience the 
author was not in the honse; he however discovered his error, and led on 
Miss Faucit, who received the plaudits of the audience. 

New Srranp.—This Theatre was last night crowded, the entertain- 
ments commenced with a new Burletta, called Lucky Stars; or, the 
Cobbler of Cripplegate, which, from beginning to the end, was received 
with marks of satisfaction. Although it bears the name of a locality in 
which the great Milton lived and died, it has no particular reference to 
the classics. Bristle, the cobbler, is not a patriot, like the Crispin of 
Messina, who disposed of tyrants; he is not a Jobson (in The Devil to 
Pay), addicted to lamb’s-wool, and the correction of his better half; 
but a regular botcher of shoes, who turns astrologer, and finally defeats 
another conjuror, who has contrived to steal three caskets of diamonds 
from a jeweller. Thecharacters are well drawn, and the burlesque acting 
of the Keeleys kept the audience in a roar of laughter. At the conclusion 
Keeley appealed to the audience, “ Do you like this little Burletta ?”— 
applause followed. “ May I give it out for representation ?” The answer 
was three rounds of applause ; in short, it was received with a general 
expression of approbation. The next piece was The Frolics of theFairies. 
This is a tale of enchantment; the incidents are in England, Ireland, and 
Scotland, and the supernatural agencies are turned to good account in 
keeping up the national character. The allegorical spirits are of the 
amiable class. After Charles Selby’s Boots at the Swan, in which Mr. 
Keeley was much applauded, a new comic Ballet was produced, entitled 
The Old Commodore. This was rendered agreeable by the dancing of 
Mr. and Mrs Ridgway. It is upon the whole a good dance which excites 
laughter. 

Vicror1a.—Last night this Theatre was crowded in every part to. 
witness a new Dramatic Romance, entitled The Seventh Victim; or, 
the Murder at the Dog and Duck. It was well received, and the 
acting of Mr. Gardner, Mr. Saville, and Miss Vincent, was highly me- 
ritorious, and drew down unanimous approbation. 

Mrs. Alfred Shaw arrived in London on Monday, from Italy, after an 
absence of three years. Her first public appearance will be at Covent 
Garden Theatre when it opens in September. 
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The Stabat Mater in the Italian Opera.—The rehearsal of the 
Stabat Mater, which has taken place at Her Majesty's Theatre, has 
given satisfactory evidence of the increased grandeur which space and 
great choral power are susceptible of giving the music- of the Maestro, 
to whom the world is indebted for its surpassing beauty ! and it may fairly 
be assumed that this great performance, which is under the immediate pa- 
tronage of his Royal Highness Prince Albert, will be one of the most 
memorable musical occurrences of the present season.
